“respect for and obedience to law.” 

No Harm in Organization. 

“ What's wrong about that?” asked 
the governor ° r he had read the 
section of the resolution. referring to 


prohibition laws. “Is there any rea- 
son why the opposition should not or- 
ganize? Is there any question. about 
the solidity, force, and effectiveness of 
the forces om the other side of the

“It is the right of our people to 
organize to oppose any law and any 
part of the constitution with which 
they are not in sympathy.

Governor Smith went on: 

“ And nullification is being reached 
by those in authority. as je 

“TI would like the specification of 
that,” he continued. “It's news to 
me. I have no record of public expres- 
sion by any one in this state who has 
preac a doctrine of nullification of 
the constitution. Certainly I never 
preached it—I took directly the op- 
posite view.”’ 

The governor then recalled that in 
the fall of 1923 he had attended, with 
governors of several other states, a 
conference at Washington.called by 
President Coolidge to discuss law en- 
forcement. 

Speeches for Folks Back Home. 

“We had a perfectly delightful time; 
a luncheon at the White House with 
fine Maryland chicken and all the 
trimmings,” he said. ‘All the differ- 
ent governors of the states made 


for law enforcement—but they were 
all made for the record, for the folks 
back home. 

“ The suggestion was made that each 
executive call all his law enforcement 
officers to his capital and warn them 
that the eighteenth amendment and 
the Volstead act were a part of the 
law and that it was their secred obii- 
gation to enforce them. We left 
Washington. I came back here and 
filled the assémbly chamber with law 
enforcement officers, and carried out 
exactly the sentiment of the Washing- 
ton conference.

Judges for 
Re-election 


The Chicago Bar association yester- 
day announced the results of its refer- 
endum vote on the fitness of sitting 
judges of the Superior and Municipal 
courts whose terms expire next year. 

Only two were officially endorsed for 
reélection, in view of rigid require- 
ments for such recommendation. All 
but these two failed to receive the 
necessary majority of the total resi-: 
dent membership of the association! 
although only three of the judges 
failed to receive ng ae of the 
ballots counted. 

The men officially niieesiaih are Wal- 
ter P. Steffen, one of the younger 
judges of the Superior court, and How- 
ard Hayes, a veteran of the Municipal 
bench. 

Three Fail of Majority. 

Those who did not receive a majority 
of the votes counted. are Municipal 
Judges Matthew D. Hartigan, John R. 
Newcomer, and John Richardson. 

More significant, in the opinion of 
some members of the bar, was the vote 
on a question of policy: Whether the 
association should invite nominations 
of candidates for the places of incum- 
bents who failed of endorsement to 
run against the sitting judges. The 
results on this proposition were: Yes, 
1,895; no, 203. 

In accordance with this beled. the 
Bar association, taking a step further 
than it has ever before gone, will 
hold: a second primary within a few 
months. Lawyers, designated by peti- 
tion, will be voted on by mefhbers with 
the view of recommending fit candi- 
dates for judicial positions to run 
against incumbents who failed to re- 
ceive the bar's endorsement. The re-. 
sults of this second election will be 
submitted for the consideration of the 
party managers. 

' Results of the Vote. 

Out of the 3,715 resident members 
ef the Chicago Bar association, 2,416 
cast ballots at this preliminary pri- 
mary. Forty-three ballots were de- 
fective and not counted. For indorse- 
ment 1,853 votes were required. The 
sosults were as follows: ;

(eral board has approved a program 
calling for an average annual construc- 
tion of three cruisers until the Ameri- 
can fleet is brought up to.the needed 
| Strength. This program, which is now 
in the hands of the President, is also 
supposed to provide for the building 
of four additional fleet submarines, 
eighteen destroyer leaders, and a num- 
ber of aircraft carriers.

Organizations in case of emergency, 
Assistant Secretary of War MacNider 
warned today in his annual report. 

Mr. MacNider recommended that the 
President appoint a board to determine 
war time munition needs, so that the 
assistant secretary of war may be able 
to make adequate plans for meeting 
these needs. He also urged that recom- 
mendations reached by this board, to- 
gether with estimates of cost and the 
rate at which funds should be appropri- 
ated, be sent to congress as soon as 
possible for legislative action. 

“ Until there is evolved an approved 
defense project, and a plan for its 
completion is supported by a balanced 
program for the expenditure of an- 
nual appropriations, material prepared- 
ness cannot be secured,” Mr. MacNider 
said. “Lack of a definite program, 
backed by appropriations, has already 
cut down the rate of speed at which 
the United States could mobilize its 
forces in time of emergency.”
